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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-14, 16-23, 27-28, 31-35, 37-43, 45-48, and 50 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Kim (5,632,254). Note that Kim utilizes 
metal oxides (or ceramics) including silicon oxide, aluminum oxide, and titanium oxide 
to form a far infrared generating composition with which to treat fuel to enhance the 
combustion of the fuel in an internal combustion engine. It would be inherent that the 
ceramic far infrared generating composition would also emit negative ions. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 15, 24-26, and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Kim (5,632,254). Kim shows everything except explicitly disclosing 

the type of vehicle, which the engine is to be used in, and the material being an integral 

part of the fluid line. It would have been an obvious matter of design choice to utilize 

the engine in an automobile, truck, etc., since these are conventional engine 
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applications. In addition, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to form 
the material as an integral part of the fluid line, since the device would have functioned 
in the same way if the material were a separate component attached to an exterior 
portion of the fluid line, as claimed in claim 37. 

Claims 30, 44, and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kim (5,632,254) in view of Ono et al (5,388,177). Kim shows 
everything except utilizing the device in an exhaust line. Ono et al teach that it is old in 
the art to employ a ceramic oxide catalyst in the exhaust line, utilizing far infrared 
radiation to treat the exhaust (see column 5, lines 5-12). It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art to modify Kim by employing it in an exhaust line, in 
order to purify the exhaust gases leaving the engine. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 29 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Note Lee et al (6,640,049 B1 ), which states at column 4, lines 
34-37 that negation ion production seems to be promoted by coating with a non- 
conductive material such as ceramic.
